THE PROFESSIONAL AND 
ECONOMIC ASPECTS OF 


bial Assisting 


Presented at the General Session of the 27th annual meeting 
of A. D. A. A., Washington, D. C.

In an era of increased recognition of 
the value of dental services and an in- 
creased demand for those services, the 
number of dental assistants has increased 
accordingly. 

Are our concepts of professional service 
and the ethics of our vocation keeping 
pace with the increasing numbers enter- 
ing this service? 

Ours is one of the most youthful bodies 
of the health services. It is not impera-

tive that in our youth, we inculcate in 
ourselves and our organized bodies all 
that is fine and ethical, in our efforts to 
serve the splendid profession with which 
we are associated. 

It should be our moral obligation to 
study and absorb as much of the great 
scientific background of dentistry as is 
possible; to build ourselves morally, spirit- 
ually and intellectually, into personalities 
capable and acceptable to work with, 
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rather than for, the men who represent 
the profession of dentistry. 


In our learning, let us be humble in 
the face of this knowledge. Let us con- 
ceive as one of our great writers has so 
aptly phrased it: “Experience is an arch 
wherethrough gleams the _ untravelled 
world, whose margin fades forever and 
forever as we move”. 


Shall it be a profession or shall we 
content ourselves with just so many hours 
of expended effort during the day, just 
so many days or weeks between the 
cheques for services rendered? 


If we cannot become absorbed and 
gratified by our responsibillities, our 
staisfactions, our accomplishments in the 
field of our endeavour, it becomes only 
a job, and as such, usually resolves itself 
in payment for efforts alone. 


This mental attitude in turn, becomes 
a calculating one in which we are apt to 
embrace any organization which promises 
to protect and enhance those principles. 


At all costs we must protect ourselves 
against the inroads of labour organiza- 
tions. We must not be at cross purposes 
with the great profession with which we 
work—a profession constantly striving 
for the highest concepts of professional 
life and services. 


We must decide for ourselves both as 
individuals, and as an organization, 
whether we are to be inspired by the 
Hipprocratic oath of medicine, the life 
of Florence Nightingale, the life and 
leadership of the outstanding personal- 
ities in Dentistry, or be influenced by the 
current concepts of labour and manage- 
ment. 


First we must take stock of ourselves 
as individuals. Have we a love for our 
work? It is paramount in our plan of 
life and activity. Is our work an escape 
from something we do not like, or cannot 
master? Do we enter upon it because 
we think that it is easier than something 
else? Do we place service and the satis- 
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faction of rendering those services, above 
all else? 


Do we actually enjoy our participation 
in the procedures and techniques in the 
skilled profession of dentistry? Do we 
like working with and for people? 


These and many other questions should 
be answered to the satisfaction of our 
conscience. 


It is possible for us to become definite 
assets in a professional office? To per- 
form our required duties, plus the menial 
tasks which are part of every professional 
life, and yet derive the utmost satisfaction 
from doing so—realizing that these are 
but steps leading to a well ordered life 
and environment. 


What greater opportunity have we than 
clinics and lectures to broaden our know- 
ledge in the field of dentistry? If we 
fully understand the “whys” and “where- 
fores” of each operation, be it an amalgam 
filling or an impaction, then we are better 
equipped to render assistance. Knowing 
the logical steps for each operation (bar- 
ring the exceptional case), the assistant 
becomes a definite part of the “doctor- 
nurse” team. 


In our relationship with our patients, 
our extensive knowledge is a definite 
asset. If we can answer their queries 
with authorative and reliable information 
we render them a valuable service, and 
in their eyes we assume a greater im- 
portance. The fact that we are capable 
of informing them on current dental 
subjects makes them realize that we are 
part of a progressive dental office—that 
part of the educational programme of the 
office falls into our hands. If we can do 
these things without becoming forceful 
or adamant about them, we retain and 
further enhance our individuality and pro- 
fessional status. 


It is only with the satisfactory accom- 
plishment of these highminded purposes 
that we can attain an economic status 
satisfactory to ourselves. 


It should of necessity be recognized, 
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that there is a specific economic back- 
ground as related to dentistry and dental 
services. 


On the expense or disbursement side 
of the ledger, in the average office 
throughout Canada (and I presume that 
similar conditions exist in the United 
States) the assistant’s salary is perhaps 
the largest item in the expense account. 
The last economic survey for dentistry 
in Canada showed that the average cost 
of rendering services was forty-nine cents 
on the dollar. This figure does not in- 
clude income tax deductions from the 
doctor’s net income. It is recognized by 
independent economists that the cost of 
rendering dental service is considerably 
higher than it should be. 


It is then an economic necessity that 
the assistant’s remuneration must be kept 
within definite limits. Then, how is it 
possible for the assistant to acquire a 
maximum salary in her particular position. 


This can only be acquired on the basis 
of her ability to produce. It is not 
merely a question of being busy or 
occupied for so many hours in her office 
day. The important consideration is that 
these hours spent should be productive 
for the doctor, in order to be remunerative 
for her. It is a matter of her ability, 
knowledge and timing—something that 
will reflect itself on the gross income of 
her employer. 


To elaborate on the very important 
point of timing: timing of course in- 
cludes planning and planning is the 
sequence of your day's routine, whereas 
timing is the specific coordination in 
action between the doctor and yourself. 
This timing is one of the most important 
elements in dental assisting. It enters 
into, and is, an integral part of chairside 
assistance. 


In most offices the major portion of 
income is produced by chairside proced- 
ures. So in this phase of the work, the 
assistant performs her most valuable 
services. You are aware that many opera- 
tors have not, or do not take advantage

of this type of assisting. The reason 
probably lies in the fact that the assistant 
has not sufficient knowledge of this phase 
of the work, or if she has, it loses most 
of its value if her actions are not perfectly 
timed and coordinated with the operator's. 


In offices where the doctor is a special- 
ist in a particular phase of Dentistry, the 
assistant should become adept at labora- 
tory or surgical procedures. Should the 
office lend itself to the establishment of 
a specific department, this can be made 
very productive if the assistant is, and 
becomes proficient in radiodontic techni- 
que. 


There is also the matter of patient edu- 
cation and the assistant must become 
qualified in these particulars, by knowing 
her subject and putting the interpretation 
that the doctor wishes on that ‘particular 
subject. 


There are many factors that can be 
considered. One of course, is the busi- 
ness ability of the assistant, such as her 
knowledge of bookeeping, typing and 
stenography; all of which should be in- 
strumental in increasing the gross income 
of the practitioner and should normally 
be reflected in the assistant’s income. 


In spite of these idealistic conditions, 
undoubtedly, there will be found dental 
practitioners who can be satisfied with, 
and want nothing better than a low- 
salaried assistant. 

The only solution for such a problem is 
for the girls who are qualified, to find a 
location or position, where these qualifica- 
tions will be recognized and receive 
proper economic valuation. 

And we still must not forget that there 
are perhaps other fields of endeavour that 
may produce more for us financially. 

If our happiness, contentment and 
satisfaction with our work do not com- 
pensate us for a financial discrepancy— 
then I feel that Dentistry is not our field. 
But if we can obtain that uplift of spirit 
which stems from our important part in 
a profession, then, we are true dental 
assistants.

IN WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Report of the 27th Annual 
Convention of the American 
Dental Assistants Association, 


It is Friday morning the 19th of 
October, and this reporter sits alone in 
a room in the Wardman Park Hotel 
compiling notes from which she later 
hopes to. write a complete report of the 
annual meeting of the American Dental 
Assistants Association held this week in 
Washington, D.C. There is so much to 
tell you—to review it now, and to make 
these notes, is to fix it forever in her 
mind. Suddenly she is overcome with a 
feeling that this hotel, which only yester- 
day was fairly alive with dental assistants, 
is now awesomely empty. 

It all actually began on Saturday, 
October 14th, as they started arriving. 
By. Sunday they began registering, meet- 
ing old friends and new ones, and in 
general preparing for the busy days that 
were to follow. 

For five days ADAA ‘ers from 48 states 
and the Territory of Hawaii filled the 
meeting rooms, suites, and many rooms 
of the beautiful Wardman Park Hotel 
with laughter, applause and sober reflec- 
tion. 

The attendance of 355 members, even 
though not a record attendance, was ex- 
ceptionally good, and was a tribute to 
the fine preparatory work of the members 
of the District of Columbia association 
who served as hostess for the occasion, 
and to the faith in the A. D. A. A. and its 
future progress. 

By now many of those that attended 
have said their goodbyes in the hotel 
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lobby, at curbsides, in the official suite, 
or wherever they happened to be as a 
friend dashed hurriedly by, enroute to the 
station Or airport to start the journey 
home. The big homegoing is on! 

The delegate from New Jersey with 
the $75.00 cash award for the largest 
percentage increase in membership in her 
state is on her way home, the recipient 
of the Angelo Chiavaro Trophy is on her 
way back to the office where she has 
spent 33 years, 6 months and 18 days. The 
delegates from Kansas (who incidentally 
occupied the beautiful suite that was 
formerly occupied by former Vice-Presi- 
dent, Henry Wallace) have gone with 
their $10.00 check for the best state 
educational program for the year, as have 
many of the others who came, filled with 
anticipation of the things to come, gone 
home determined to be better dental 
assistants in 1952, and to tell the members 
who could not be with us of the words 
voiced at the meeting, of the people they 
met, and the things they saw in Washing- 
ton, D. CG 

It has been said that Washington is a 
living text-book of Americanism. The 
assistants who attended this session had 
a chance to look into that book, and I 
am sure they took back with them an 
inspiration they will never forget. What 
impressed each one most would be im- 
possible to say. I am sure many stood 
in awe at the foot of the great statue of 
the Lincoln Memorial and read in silence 
the immortal words of the Gettysburg 
Address and the second inaugural address 
emblazoned across the walls on each side. 
Others, visited the halls of Congress, the 
Washington Monument, that the pennies 
of school children from every state in the 
union helped to build as a monument to 
the father of our country, the U. S. 
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Supreme Court, the Library of Congress, 
with books on every known subject, the 
largest office building in the world, the 
Pentagon, Mt. Vernon, on which George 
Washington lavished a life time of affec- 
tion, and where he and his wife Martha 
are buried in a ivy covered vault on the 
grounds near the house. 

They viewed from a distance the 
Thomas Jefferson Memorial, the Lee 
Mansion (where Southerners tipped their 
hats), peeped through the fence for a 
glimpse of the White House, where 
visitors are not being received at present 
due to the $4,200,000 face lifting job 
that is under way. The program of the 
meeting was arranged to leave time free 
for sight-seeing as it was considered a 
part of the educational program to sight- 
see in Washington, D. C. Most of the 
visitors took advantage of this opportun- 
ity, and had a good time. I imagine many 
were suddenly aware of the responsi- 
bilities of citizenship, and that America as 
a land of liberty has a deeper meaning. 

It was a meeting complete in every 
detail, business, entertainment, friendship, 
achievement and even weather (the air 
was like wine).

that often becomes a little low about this 
time of the year. Certainly none of us 
could attend this meeting and leave with- 
out new interest, inspiration and enthu- 
siasm.

ASM, which is defined as ardor of the 
mind, intense interest, devotion, earnest- 
ness, fervor. What a wonderful theme! 
Enthusiasm has won many battles. So 
fitting a choice of our new President, 
Steve Ann Montgomery, who has long 
been known by us to approach every task 
with ENTHUSIASM. Let’s join her in 
an enthusiastic approach toward our work 
in the association this year. 


All Business sessions were held in the 
Burgundy Room of the Wardman Park 
Hotel. President Evelyn Brett, in her 
calm and natural manner, presided at all 
sessions with the exception of that of the 
Conference of Delegates on Wednesday 
morning. 


A vote of thanks is due Evelyn for her 
efforts in our behalf the past year. She 
has given unstintingly of her unlimited 
energy and her limited time to guide us 
successfully through another year in A. 
D. A. A. 


THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES VOTES. 


Fulfilling its role as a business body 
representing the delegated powers of the 
American Dental Assistants Association, 
the House of Delegates voted upon nine 
recommendations received from the re- 
ports of the Officers, Trustees, Committee 
Chairman and from the Districts. 


Prior to bringing these recommenda- 
tions before the House of Delegates for 
consideration, the Board of Trustees met 
on Saturday; at which time a Recom- 
mendations Committee of three members 
was appointed by the President. Namely: 
Mary Haney, of Nebraska, Chairman, 
Opal Ioerger, of Kansas, and Laura Alberi, 
of Florida. The recommendations were 
tead from the reports at the Board of 
Trustees’ meeting, and again at the first 
House of Delegates session. There were 
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some recommendations that were made 
for the consideration of the Board of 
Trustees. These were discussed thorough- 
ly by the Board of Trustees, voted upon, 
and the action taken was presented to 
the House of Delegates in the report of 
the Board of Trustees. 

The Recommendations Committee 
compiled all recommendations received 
and presented them to the House of Dele- 
gates at the Tuesday afternoon session. 
Ample time was allowed by the Chair 
for discussion of each recommendation. 
The recommendations and action taken 
on each was as follows: 


From the ADAA President 


THAT an extensive membership drive 
be undertaken, closing June 15th, 1952, 
with the following prizes: 
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$25.00 cash prize to the Association in 
Class I, having the largest percentage of 
increase; and, 

$50.00 cash prize to the Association in 
Class II, having the largest percentage of 
increase; and, 

$75.00 cash prize to the Association in 
Class III, having the largest percentage of 
increase. Adopted. 


From the Fourth District—Florida 

THAT a member who has received her 
Certification Certificate, must continue to 
be a member of the ADAA. Referred to 
the Certification Board. 

THAT there should also be a registra- 
tion fee such as is paid by others, of prob- 
ably one dollar a year. Other Certified 
professions pay these fees and have similar 
rules. Referred to the Certification Board. 


From the Eleventh District—California 
THAT one-fifth (1/5) of the Regis- 
tration Fee for Certification Examination 
remain in the state societies to defray the 
expenses of the Certification Examination. 
Referred to the Certification Board. 


From the Juliette A. Southard Relief 
Fund Committee: 


THAT $740.00 be invested in a Gov- 
ernment Bond. Adopted. 

THAT $225.00 be transferred to the 
Revolving Fund. Adopted. 

THAT the summary of contributions 
be published in the Journal. Rejected. 


From the Education Committee 


THAT the following schools and col- 
leges be approved at this meeting: Long 
Beach City College, Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia; Contra Costa Jr. College, Rich- 
mond, California. Adopted. 


THAT the commercial schools who ap- 
ply for approval be denied. Motion adopt- 
ed to amend by striking out word “com- 
mercial” and replace by words “private 
enterprise”. Carried as amended. 


THAT the ADAA and all affiliated 
societies continue to discourage com- 
mercial training. Adopted. 
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From the Legislation Committee 


THAT we continue to oppose all legis: = 
lation promoting Socialization of Dentis- 7 
try and Medicine. Adopted. 





From the Scholarship Committee 
THAT the rules governing the selec.” 
tion of our Scholarship Award winners ”} 
be changed from those now in use to the 
revised ones attached to this report. They 
have been compiled by the 1950-51 
Scholarship Committee from suggestions 
from the Board of Trustees and other in- 
dividuals. Adopted. 

THAT either the local president or i 
some outstanding assistant in the locality 7 
where the schools are located, personally, — 
deliver the applications to the school and - 
acquaint both the faculty and students 
with the ADAA and the Scholarship Fund 
awards. Adopted. 

THAT if the awards are to continue, 
some provision be made for yearly con- 
tributions to this fund. Adopted. 

THAT the Scholarship Committee be 
composed of one Vice-President, the 
Chairman of the Past President’s Council, 
and a certified dental assistant. Adopted. 


From the By-Laws Committee 

THAT the By-Laws Committee be em- 
powered to make minor word changes 
and grammatical corrections where neces- 
sary, when they do not affect the mean- 
ing of a section, without the formality 
of making an amendment to take care of 
a minor detail. Adopted. 


From the Past Presidents’ Council 


THAT the use of the ADAA emblem 
be limited for local and state programs 
subject to authorization by the General 
Secretary. Adopted. 


AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS 


The proposed amendments to the A. D. 
A. A. By-Laws were voted upon as fol- 
lows. No action was necessary on num- 
bers, 1, 2, 4, 9, 10 (as the recommenda- 
tion) to allow the By-Laws Committee 
to change a word in the By-Laws so long 
as it did not change the meaning, 
carried. 
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ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP. Section 
5. 2nd Paragraph, 1st sentence: Amend 
by deleting the words “calling of dental 
assistant” and inserting the words “voca- 
tion of dental assisting”, etc. . . 


ARTICLE VI. DUTIES OF OFFICERS: 
Section 4 TREASURER: 1st Paragraph, 
Ist sentence: Amend by deleting the 
word “same” and inserting the word 
“them”. 


ARTICLE VIII. BOARD OF TRUS- 
TEES: Section 1. Amend by adding 
Immediate Past President, so that it will 
read: The Board of Trustees shall con- 
sist of the Immediate Past President, the 
President, etc.... Adopted. 


ARTICLE VIII. BOARD OF TRUS- 
TEES: Section 6. Amend by deleting 
the word “same” and inserting the word 
“them”. 

Amend Section 9 by deleting the word 
“same” and inserting the word “them”. 


ARTICLE VIII. BOARD OF TRUS- 
TEES: Section 14: Amend to read: 
There shall be an Advisory Council of 
Past Presidents which shall consist of all 
Past Presidents of the American Dental 
Assistants Association. At the close of 
her term of office each President shall 
automatically become a member of this 
Advisory Council. It may elect from 
among its members, a Chairman, a Vice- 
Chairman and a Secretary to correlate its 
activities. The Past Presidents Council 
shall have the privilege of meeting with 
the Board of Trustees in an advisory 
capacity, but only the Chairman, or in her 
absence the Vice-Chairman, shall have a 
vote on the Board. This Advisory Coun- 
cil may be called upon between annual 
meetings for advice, and information by 
the Officers, Trustees, Chairmen of Com- 
mittees and members and render such 
services as may be requested by the Presi- 
dent or the Board of Trustees. Adopted. 

ARTICLE IX. EMPLOYEES: Section 
1. 2nd Paragraph. Amend to read: The 
General Secretary may delegate as many 
of her prescribed duties as she deems 


advisable to the Executive Secretary. 
Adopted. 
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ARTICLE XI. COMMITTEES: Section 
2. Amend last sentence to read: Stand- 
ing Committees shall expend money or 
contract financial obligations only as 
authorized by the Budget Committee and 
the Board of Trustees. Adopted. 


ARTICLE XI. STANDING COMMIT- 
TEES: Section 4. 2nd Paragraph: 
Amend to read: To this committee shall 


be referred all questions, complaints, 


protests, and matters of an ethical nature. 
When such complaints, protests, etc., 
concern an individual, as in relation with 
her local society or state association, they 
shall be considered by this committee only 
after the local society’s and state associa- 
tion’s Judicial Committee, in turn, have 
failed to reach a satisfactory decision on 
the question, or on an appeal from the 
House of Delegates. Adopted.

CODE OF ETHICS Amend to Read: 
SERVICE 


The spirit of the Golden Rule should 
be the guiding principle of conduct for 
the dental assistant. In all her contacts 
with the dental profession and society 
she should maintain honesty, loyalty and 
a desire to serve to the best of her ability, 
her employer and his patients. 


DUTIES 


The dental assistant should give to her 
employer the cooperation he needs to 
serve his patients capably and efficiently. 
She will hold in confidence the details 
of professional services rendered by her 
employer. She should refrain from per- 
forming any service for patients which 
require the professional competence of 
the dentist, or which may be prohibited 
by the dental practice act of the state in 
which she is employed. 
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CRITICISM 


She should avoid making any disparag- 
ing remarks about the conduct of the 
profession she serves, or of her employer's 
treatment of his patients. 

EDUCATION 


The dental assistant has the obligation 
of increasing her skill and efficiency by 
availing herself of the educational op- 
portunities provided by the American 
Dental Assistants Association and its com- 
ponent societies. She should take part in 
the efforts of these groups to improve the 
educational status of the dental assistant 
and should support this Code of Ethics. 

USE OF TITLE, “CERTIFIED 

DENTAL ASSISTANT” 


Those dental assistants who have been 
granted certificates by the American 
Dental Assistants Certification Board, Inc., 
may use the title “Certified Dental As- 
sistant”, in connection with letters of 
references and to secure employment. 

JUDICIAL PROCEDURE 

Problems involving questions of ethics 
should be solved within the boundaries 
set forth in the Code of Ethics of the 
American Dental Assistants Association 
and as provided for in Article XI., Section 
4, of the ADAA By-Laws. Adopted. 


EXCERPTS FROM REPORTS

Some Special Com- 
mittees are appointed by the Board of 
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Trustees, and some appointed by the 
President. The Certification Board (even 
though a separate corporation, was organ- 
ized as such upon the advice of exper- 
ienced people in and for the best interest 
of A. D. A. A.) its members are elected 
by the House of Delegates of A. D. A. A. 
Read Article XII of the A. D. A. A. 1950 
Revised By-Laws for information on the 
purpose and function of the Certification 
Board. Therefore, the names of the 
members who receive nominations, and 
accept same, for Officers, Trustees, Cer- 
tification Board members, and Standing 
Committee members, either by the Nomi- 
nating Committee, the districts, the Board 
of Trustees or from the floor, are placed 
on the ballot. It seems this is a very 
democratic procedure, and insures every 
delegate the opportunity to vote for the 
nominee of her choice. It would be well 
if every member would read the above 
mentioned articles of the By-Laws before 
the annual session next year. It is im- 
portant that every member KNOW THE

USES AND APPLICATION OF THE 
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By EvA G. GARCIA 


Presented at the Southern California 
State Dental Convention 


The uses and application of the rubber 
dam are very important in many opera- 
tive procedures, it is my purpose to re- 
view the reasons for use of and to discuss 
what the D.A. duties are in the applica- 
tion of the rubber dam. 


WHY IS A RUBBER DAM USED? 

1. It gives a better view of the cavity 
by maintaining a clear field. 

2. Keeps the field dry and sterile. 

3. Prevents patient from swallowing 
debris, and foreign bodies, inhaling 
powdered tooth substance, etc. 

4. It acts as a tongue depressor, cheek 
retractor and dams back saliva. 

5. Protects the operator from cross-in- 
fection. 

6. Protects the lips, tongue and buccal 
tissues from revolving instruments. 

7. Protects the oral tissues from in- 
jurious drugs. 

8. Saves time (especially the talkative 
patient.) 


WHEN A RUBBER DAM IS USED. 
1. Cavity preparation—whenever pos- 
sible. 

. Amalgam restorations. 

. Silicate and plastic restorations. 

. Gold foil. 

. Setting of gold inlays — whenever 
possible. 


THE RUBBER DAM. 

1. Purchased by the yard or already cut 
into 5 or 6 inch squares. 

2. Rubber dam is pulled over the teeth 
and serves to isolate them from rest 
of the mouth. 

3. It comes in heavy, medium and 
light weight and two colors. Dark 
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(shows good contrast with teeth) 
and champagne or buff. 


CARE OF RUBBER DAM. 

1. When using the rubber dam in bulk, 
always wash in warm, soapy water, 
rinse and dry. Powder it with talcum 
to prevent deterioration. 

. Cut into squares and keep in a clean 
cabinet. 


CONSIDERATIONS PRIOR TO APPLI- 
CATION OF THE RUBBER DAM. 

1. Wash mouth freely with warm anti- 
septic mouth wash. 

2. See that patient has no malformaties 
that will prevent application of the 
dam. 

3. Pass ligature to check contact points 


SET UP FOR PLACING DAM. 
1. Rubber dam 
a. Six inch square for posteriors 
b. Five inch piece for anteriors 
2. Dam Napkin (absorbs the moisture, 
protects the skin around mouth). 
. Dam Holder. 
. Rubber dam punch. 
. Clamp Forceps (keep handy for 
emergency removal of clamp). 
a. Clamps—for molar, bicuspid or 
gingival (keeps dam in place). 
6. Lubricant 
a. For patient to prevent cracking at 
corners of mouth 
b. For Dam. 
7. Ligature (used to carry dam beyond 
contact points). 
8. Small surgical scissors. 
9. Rubber dam weights. 
10. Saliva ejector. 


bo 
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CAUTIONS 


11. Avoid covering the nose; allow 4 
inch for breathing at the top. 

12. See that there are no holes or leaks. 

13. Wash off each tooth exposed on 
rubber dam with alcohol, dry with 
air. 

14. Always pass ligature diagonally. 
Wrap ends around little fingers and 
press with either the index or the 
thumbs. 

15. Place finger high on tooth so that 
the ligature will not snap down and 
injure gums. 

DENTAL ASSISTANT’S DUTIES IN 

PLACING RUBBER DAM. 

1. Arrange set-up. 
a. Lubricate patients lips. (cold 
cream or vaseline) 

. Mark and punch dam. 

. Lubricate dam. 

. Hold dam while clamps are being 

placed. 

e. Arrange dam, Clamp, and Nap- 
kin. Make patient comfortable as 
possible. 

f. Insert saliva ejector. 


PROCEDURE FOR PLACING DAM. 


1. Place napkin on left shoulder also 
rubber dam holder where it is easy 
to reach. 

2. Observe arch relationship—contour 
of the arch, size of teeth, space rela- 
tionship to determine size of holes 
to punch on dam. 

3. Mark Dam and Punch Holes. 

A. Anteriors. 

(1) Divide dam into thirds. (1) 
horizontally in the middle of 
dam and two vertical, divid- 
ing into thirds. Teeth will 
be in the middle third of 
dam. Cuspid to Cuspid. 

4. Maxillary teeth above the horizontal 
line and mandibulars below the line. 
B. Posteriors. 

(1) Divide same as for anteriors. 
Teeth will be in first or last 
third of dam. Molar to Bi- 
cuspid. 
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. Lubricate Dam. 

. Place dam, napkin and fasten with 
holder. 

7. Place saliva ejector on opposite side 

of mouth to be operated on. 


REMOVAL OF RUBBER DAM. 


1. Remove clamps, saliva ejector, etc. 

2. Pull dam lingually and snip septum 
of rubber between teeth. (Be sure 
all the dam is removed from inter- 
proximal as it will cause an acute 
infection). 

3. Remove dam and napkin together. 

4. Wipe patients face and spray the 
mouth. 


THE EFFECT MOISTURE HAS ON 
VARIOUS RESTORATIONS 


Filling porcelains and plastics require 
an absolute dry field. The Rubber Dam 
protects cements both silicious and oxy- 
phosphate from moisture during the ini- 
tial set. Cement will not set if contamin- 
ated by moisture. Porcelain or silicate fill- 
ings if exposed to moisture will etch, er- 
rode or fracture at the margins because 
they are weakened. 

Plastics are water absorbent and if con- 
taminated with moisture (saliva) before 
complete polymerization (chemical reac- 
tion) excess expansion, distortion and also 
discoloration will occur. 


NWN 


All operative work; including gold in- 
lay work can be more precisely done 
whenever it is possible to use a rubber 
dam. Hydro colloid impressions are more 
accurate—for the dryer the preparation 
the clearer and more accurate impression. 


The use of the rubber dam is impera- 
cive for root canal therapy and Gold foil 
and Amalgam restorations. According to 
the manufacturer, restorations of Amal- 
gam have been proven more successful 
when a rubber dam was used. It prevents 
saliva contamination, which is responsible 
for a large percentage of defective restora- 
tions, due to the severe dimensional 
change (expansion). When amalgam res- 
torations are exposed to saliva or moisture

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ARE YOU CERTIHED?

In the infancy of the nursing profession, 
a woman desiring to care for the physi- 
cally or mentally ill did so without any 
specific education. In 1860 Florence 
Nightengale was appointed by the British 
Government, superintendent of a nurses 
training school which was founded so that 
a nurse would be better equipped with 
the knowledge and understanding of med- 
icine, care of the patient and the carry- 
ing out of the doctor’s orders. As the 
nursing profession grew, it was found 
necessary that all nurses be compelled to 
write State Board Examinations upon the 
completion of their specific nurses train- 
ing course in order that they be eligible 
to practice their profession in an accred- 
ited hospital. 


There was a time when a dentist could 
train his office girl to do dental prophy- 
laxis and the other duties of a dental 
hygienist to lessen his chairside hours. 
Today a girl must pursue a specific course 
in dental hygiene and is compelled by law 
to be registered in order to practice her 
profession. 


The profession of Dental Assisting is 
still in its infancy. It is the goal of the 
American Dental Assistants’ Association 
that all Dental Assistants become certi- 
fied. Therefore, in 1947 the Certification 
Board of the American Dental Assistants’ 
Association was established to provide 
qualifying examinations for Dental As- 
sistants. The Board grants a Certificate of 
Qualification which shows that the re- 
cepient has completed the preparatory 
course and satisfactorily passed the quali- 
fying examination. 

The qualifications for examination and 
certification are nothing that the majority 
of Dental Assistants do not already fill. 
One must be a high school graduate or 
have the equivalent education. She must 
be an Active Member of the American 
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Dental Assistants’ Association for one or 
more years. The Dental Assistant seeking 
certification must attend the preparatory 
study course recommended by the Certifi- 
cation Board. 


All members of the American Dental 
Assistants’ Association are not compelled 
to take the Certification Examination as 
it is not a compulsory statute, but the 
Dental Assistant who does complete the 
study course and becomes certified, is 
better equipped to carry out her duties in 
the dental office. 


Some of you may be wondering just 
what the certification examination is. It 
is a uniform examination prepared by 
The Certification Board of the American 
Dental Assistants’ Association and given 
in all states. The examination is given in 
two parts. One is written and the other is 
a practical demonstration. These examina- 
tions and the grades on the practical dem- 
onstrations are returned to the Certifica- 
tion Board to be corrected. The examiners 
are professional men other than the ones 
who instructed in the preparatory course. 
When a Dental Assistant has successfully 
passed her Examination of Certification 
she is notified, usually within ninety days 
of the receipt of the examination paper, 
and receives her certificate and the cer- 
tification emblem to be worn on her cap. 
Every Certified Dental Assistant should 
be proud of her achievement, and wear 
this emblem. 


A dentist’s earning power is usually 
limited to what he can do himself. If he 
has a Dental Assistant who has been prop- 
erly trained to do laboratory procedures 
such as pouring plaster and stone models, 
making base plate trays and bite rims, or 
waxing dies for inlays and even investing 
and casting the inlays, his time in the 
laboratory is greatly minimized, thus giv-

ing him more time at the chair or free 
for relaxation. This Dental Assistant is a 
dentist’s second pair of hands and is far 
more valuable to him than is the Dental 
Assistant who is only capable of chair- 
side assisting. 

When you have completed the prepara- 
tory course, you will then realize that 
many of the “short cuts” that you have 
been taking in your office management, 
or sterilization or what ever it may be, 
are really not “short cuts” at all as you 
have unnecessary added work in the end. 

The motto of the Dental Assistant 
should be: TO LEARN EVERYTHING 
THAT A DENTAL ASSISTANT 
SHOULD KNOW AS QUICKLY AS 
POSSIBLE. 

May the Dental Assistants of the U. S. 
A. achieve their certification one hundred 
percent in 1952.

From Bureau of Public Information A.D.A. an Article in 
November Better Homes and Garden 


The November, 1951, issue of BETTER 
HOMES AND GARDENS contains an article 
entitled “How to Keep from Getting False 
Teeth” by Herb Bailey. This article claims 
that “chlorophyll used as a dentifrice can con- 
trol or stop the major manifestations of gin- 
givitis and simple pyorrhea as well as trench 
mouth.” It is also claimed that the chloro- 
phyll dentifrice “delivers a knockout punch 
to unpleasant breath and the bacteria linked 
with tooth decay.” 


This article was published contrary to the 
advice of agencies of the American Dental 
Association. The Bureau of Public Informa- 
tion, after consultation with A.D.A. consult- 
ants, last summer advised both the author and 
the investigator upon whose claims the article 
is based that publication of the article in 
question would be premature and misleading 
to the general public. It was further pointed 
out that the Council on Dental Therapeutics 
was in the process of evaluating claims made 
for the dentifrice referred to in the article 
and that as yet these claims were unsub- 
stantiated and unaccepted by the Council. 


The author and the investigator, as was 
their privilege, elected to disregard the ad- 
vice of the Association’s consultants. All refer- 
ence to the A.D.A., however, was deleted 
from the article. 


As a result of the publication of the article 
in the November issue of BETTER HOMES 
AND GARDENS, the Council on Dental Thera- 
peutics issued a preliminary report on “Chlo- 
resium Tooth Paste” (the dentifrice referred 
to but not identified by its trade name in the 
magazine article). In this report, the Council 
urges that members of the dental profession 
treat the claims conservatively until additional 
examinations have been made. The report 
stated in part: 


Since the Council’s preliminary con- 
sideration of the available evidence gives 
rise to grave doubts about the remark- 
able statements (Better Homes and Gar- 
dens, November, 1951) concerning this 
dentifrice, the profession may well be 
advised to adopt a conservative attitude 
toward this subject until a more compre- 
hensive examination can be completed. 
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Full text of the Council’s report is at- 
tached. It is also being published on page 
645 of the November issue of THE JOURNAL 
of the AMERICAN DENTAL ASSOCIATION. 


Report of the Council on Dental Therapeu- 
tics on Chloresium Tooth Paste as published 
in THE JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN DEN- 
TAL ASSOCIATION, November, 1951, page 
645: 


A “chlorophyll” tooth paste is the subject 
of a current magazine article (BETTER HOMES 
AND GARDENS, November, 1951). In view 
of the probable inquiries which will be di- 
rected to dentists, the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics has authorized the publication 
of the following preliminary report. A com- 
prehensive report will appear in a later issue 
of THE JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN DEN- 
TAL ASSOCIATION. 


“Chloresium Tooth Paste’’ has been sub- 
mitted to the Council on Dental Therapeutics 
for re-evaluation. In support of the claims for 
the product, the firm has furnished several 
unpublished reports of clinical studies and 
some colored slides depicting the appearance 
of gingival tissues before and following the 
use of the dentifrice. 


A Council referee reports as follows: 


These case reports are unimpressive as 
evidence in support of periodontal the- 
rapeutic claims made by the firm. The 
photographic evidence reveals nothing 
that is not routinely accomplished by 
basic measures without the use of chlo- 
resium products. In a number of these 
cases several therapeutic measures were 
employed; yet the results were attributed 
to the use of chloresium products, with- 
out the benefit of controls. As judged by 
the photographic evidence in several of 
these case reports, doubt may be exvressed 
with reference to the diagnosis and state- 
ments concerning etiology. 

Since the Council’s preliminary considera- 
tion of the available evidence gives rise to 
grave doubts about the remarkable state- 
ments (BETTER HOMES AND GARDENS, No- 
vember, 1951) concerning this dentifrice, the 
profession may be well advised to adopt a 
conservative attitude toward this subject un- 
til a more comprehensive examination can 
be completed.

IMPROVEMENTS AND PLANS

You are all familiar with your Central 
Office. You have all had some kind of 
a contact during the past four years—and 
we hope it was pleasing. 

The ADAA Central Office was put 
into operation in February of 1948. Be- 
cause it was a new venture, we have 
eased into it carefully—one step at a 
time—as we could see the right and 
proper action to take. 

During this period we have been 
fortunate in having as ADAA Officers, 
some very capable and efficient women— 
blessed with good common sense and 
sound judgment; as well as being deeply 
conscientious. We have also had two 
Budget Chairmen who have spent hours 
of time in studying the situation, the 
needs, and the income. Their advice has 
been very helpful. 

In starting the Central Office, we used 
equipment already owned by the ADAA. 
The General Secretary had in her home, 
and stored in her Doctor's storeroom:— 

One single typewriter desk 

One four-drawer steel filing cabinet 

One Royal typewriter (which had seen 

considerable service) 

Two steamer trunks 

Six cardboard storage files—all filled 

with records, Minute books, printed 
pamphlets, etc. 

These items were shipped to La Porte, 
Indiana, and set up in two small rooms 
at 610 Jefferson Avenue. A desk chair, 
an extra office chair, another four-drawer 
steel filing cabinet, and a mimeograph 
were the first purchases. 

The mimeograph is in frequent use, 
and if you are an Officer or a Committee 
Chairman, then I’m sure you have seen 
samples of its product. Bulletins and 
circular letters are carefully composed— 
at intervals—by our Committees and our 
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Officers. They are intended to provide 
suggestions which will stimulate ideas 
useful in planning your activities. It is 
the duty of Central Office to get these 
messages into each and every local society 
within the membership. They are mailed 
to the Presidents, as a usual procedure, 
altho some of them are addressed to the 
Secretaries. We confidently expect that 
the officer who receives them, will bring 
them to the attention of the entire society 
at a meeting, and then turn them over to 
the person who can and will make the 
most use of them. You can see why we 
want to keep our roster of officers—State 
and Local—up to date. 

At the Twenty-Fourth Annual Meeting 
in Chicago, in September of 1948, it was 
decided to employ a Subscription Man- 
ager on a part time basis, to take care of 
the journal mailing list—and to purchase 
an addressing machine and equipment 
necessary to operate it. The machine 
uses small fiber name plates, which can 
be made on a typewriter. New names 
can be added, and changes made as 
needed. These fiber stencils are housed 
in two small metal cabinets. 

Another person in the office necessi- 
tated another desk and chair, and type- 
writer. A used desk and chair were 
obtained, and the Dental Assistant Publi- 
cation Committee provided a new type- 
writer (turning in an old one as part pay- 
ment). 

At about this same time, the Executive 
Secretary’s typewriter was exchanged for 
a new one. 

In November 1950, the office was 
moved to larger and more convenient 
quarters in the First National Bank 
Building. Our space is on the fourth 
floor, overlooking roof tops and tree tops. 
We have one large room (with four 
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windows) for our desks and files—and 
one small room which we use as a store- 
room. 

An additional four-drawer letter file 
was purchased—and we also acquired 
another file from the former Editor, 
which was moved to Central Office for 
the use of the Subscription Manager. 

We buy stationery, envelopes, mimeo- 
graph paper, and printed pamphlets and 
booklets in quantity—for reasons of 
economy and convenience. The store- 
room situation became chaotic——so now 
we have a large steel cupboard and two 
units of steel shelving, to use in keeping 
all this material neat and available. 

Among the most valuable of the 
ADAA’s possessions are its old records— 
membership lists, minute books, and 
other old records. Just an ordinary metal 
filing cabinet or cupboard did not seem 
sufficient protection for these original 
documents,—so a four-drawer Firemaster 
cabinet was added. This is guaranteed to 
withstand 1700 degrees Fahrenheit for at 
least one hour, without damage to paper 
contents. This is a very nice piece of 
equipment—but lists and books are bulky, 
and one cabinet does not hold everything 
that should be put in it. A second cabinet 
has been ordered—many months ago, but 
because we have no priority, it has not 
yet been delivered. 

We now have a metal cabinet base for 
the mimeograph, which also holds our 
supplies conveniently at hand. We have a 
small adding machine—and a small metal 
table. 

Most of this equipment has been new 
—but some of it was used. Up to this 
point, all equipment was considered solely 
for its usefulness, not for looks. NOW 
it seems advisable to begin to think about 
the general effect. The ADAA has 
enough prestige to rate an attractive 
office, both for the sake of the Associa- 
tion and its employees. And so when 
new desks were indicated, we gave con- 
siderable thought to their selection. More 
work space and additional drawer space 
were badly needed—and they had to be 
typewriter desks. These two new desks 





are our pride and joy—gray metal, with 
gray linoleum tops, and chrome hardware 
—they really do give the office a lift— 
and are very convenient and comfortable 
to use. Two new posture chairs were also 
provided—gray with green upholstery. 
The new typewriter chair purchased in 
1948 was turned back and we were given 
credit for it. One of the old desks was 
sold—but one desk and chair are being 
held in storage for the present. 

That seems to be the sum total of the 
ADAA Central Office furnishings—un- 
less we mention the small card files which 
hold the membership stubs—a fluorescent 
desk lamp, AND the telephone. (Number 
2933). Some of you have had a little 
difficulty in the past in telephoning 
Central Office. 

It is hard to explan the functions of this 
Office—it is your headquarters—a perm- 
anent point of contact. Matters that are 
routine are handled here, while anything 
involving a matter of policy is handled by 
an elected officer. Dues are collected by 
the Executive Secretary—membership 
cards sent to the Secretaries—and mem- 
bership records kept. There are many 
services which can be rendered to the 
State Associations, and even to the Local 
Societies. All correspondence receives 
prompt attention. If a letter cannot be 
answered by the Executive Secretary, it 
is referred to the proper person. Sta- 
tionery and envelopes for officers, 
trustees, and committee chairmen are ob- 
tained in quantity, and sent in needed 
amounts to these members. Booklets and 
pamphlets are provided in quantity and 
sent upon request, for use at State Meet- 
ings, and for the use of State Associations, 
and Local Societies in their extension 
work. Outlines for the ADAA Extension 
Study Course are included in this material. 

During the Board Meetings held here 
at this Convention, plans have been and 
are being made for the expansion of 
Central Office functions. The work of 
the ADAA Treasurer has become increas- 
ingly heavy, until it is now an imposition 
to expect a dental assistant to handle it, 
in addition to her full time work. 
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It is planned that another employee be 
added to Central Office, and that she shall 
keep the books, and help with other 
duties. There is a great amount of detail 
work done in the headquarters office, and 
it has become more than the Executive 
Secretary can keep up with, even with the 
help which the Subscription Manager is 
able to give, at times. Also, there should 
be more than one person who has a com- 
plete working knowledge of all the 
records kept, and work done in Central 
Office. 

The ADAA moneys will be transferred 
to banks in the town in which the Central 
Office is located. That will mean that 
your checks will be deposited upon receipt 
by the Executive Secretary—not recorded 
and sent on to someone else, as has been 
done. This will save duplication of ef- 
fort, as well as postage.

The services of a competent accounting 
firm will be obtained to set up and super- 
vise the keeping of the records, and to 
advise in the handling of the ADAA 
funds. Quarterly audits will be made and 
copies sent to Officers and Board Mem- 
bers. 


Plans are not complete as yet, and it 
may take a few months’ time to establish 
the mew routine. However, there is 
nothing that should upset the membership 
or their ways of doing things. You will 
send your membership lists and dues into 
Central Office as you have been doing. 
Watch for bulletins and Journal messages 
for further news, and instructions. 


We believe that you will feel—as the 
Board does, that this is another step 
forward for the American Dental Assist- 


ants Association.
